She spent most of her teenage 
years as a tough chick who 
hung out with the hard guys in 
high school.

hile my grandfather lay 
dying in the hospital, just 
moments from the end 
and with tubes snaking up

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ergio Depena can talk 
to cockroaches. It’s one 
of the many tricks the 
50-year-old exterminator 
employs in his ongoing 
battle with the loathsome 
critters. “Tjust communi- 
cate with them that they 
should go someplace else. 
| [make them hear my voice 
and I give them three 
chances to leave. If they 
aren't gone by the third warning, then I killthem.” 
Although he recognizes that his technique rarely 
works, people will try almost anything when 
dealing with a hardy pest that's sur- mn} 
vived for more than 300 million 
years. On the day FHM teams up 
with Depena, it’s a steamy 
August morning in the rough 
Bushwick section of Brooklyn, 
and Depena faces a challenge 
that will test all of his extermi- . 
nating powers. His company, 
the Brooklyn-based Pest 
Control Systems, has been called 
to handle a massive cockroach 
infestation in an apartment building. 
The landlady called him after one of her 
tenants had been forced to shave her head because 
roaches had laid eqqs in her hair. This tenant had 
woken up with her scalp teeming with tiny bugs. 
Based on a pre-inspection, he estimates that there 
are millions of them crawling in the building, and 
they all seem to be emanating from one apartment. 
But Depena is more concerned with the fact that 
the landlady also happens to run a necromancer- 
for-hire service out of her basement. “She puts 
people in touch with dead family members,” he 
says. Then he warns me, “You should stay outside if 
you got any problems with demons.” 

Inside the building, the only illumination 
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man whom the necromancer hopes to contact. 
Depena 1s convinced the necromancer conjures evil 
spints, and these spints have brought the roaches 
with them. That may be true, but there are no bugs 
to be found in the basement. He leaves bait in the 
corners anyway, pointing to evidence of their pres- 
ence. “See that trail along the wall. It’s roach shit. 
They know I’m here, but they're hiding from me.” 
Dating back nearly 5,000 years, exterminating 
is one of the world’s oldest professions. More than 
200 references to pest control can be found in The 
Egyptian Book of the Dead. Many of these spells 
were used to fumigate the tombs of the Pharaohs 
before they were sealed for eternity. Officiating 
priests at burial ceremonies were known to 
recite the following incantation: “Be 
far from me, o vile cockroach, forI 
am the God Khnum.” They'd then 
light incense, driving all pests 
far from the tomb.

comes from a bare bulb hanging froma wireanda 
few streaks of light that enter through cracks in 
the walls. Itadds unneeded drama to a passageway | 
already thick with incense. Creepy idols line the 
walls. “They're used to summon the dead,” Depena 
Says as he walks down into the landlady’s base- 
ment lair. Hes armed with thetools ofhistrade:a 
bait gun that shoots a noxious combination of 
chocolate, peanut butter and poison; a flashlight 
for rooting out bug nests; and a toolbox filled with 
an assortment of foqgers, sprayers and pesticides. 
Clad in a protective white jump suit, Depena looks 
more like a rapper than an exterminator. Butthe 
suit is no joke. He started wearing it a few months 
ago after a roach crawled up his ass. “I remember 
having to pullit out by its hind legs,” he says. 
Using onlya flashlight, Depena hopes to catch 
a few critters by surprise. He finds nothing, but 
illuminates the huge altar set up in the middle of 
the room. Ten chairs surround it, and various offer- 
ings are left at its feet: cigarettes, half-empty rum 
bottles and pictures of a recently deceased young 
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to achieving a pest-free world. Bugs have grown 
immune to many of the agents we employ against 
them, and the rat population is growing exponen- 
tially. Roaches that carry the HIV virus have been 
discovered in Africa, as have those that carry the 
bacteria that causes leprosy. Rodents infected with 
bubonic plague run rampantthrough urban alleys. 

For the exterminator, this means business is 
booming, butit’s nasty work requiring men with 
strong wills and iron stomachs. Imagine walking 
into a roach-infested apartment so thick with bugs 
that they're coming out of cracks 1n the ceiling. 
Depena remembers seeing such a sight. “The man 
who lived there walked around with an open 
umbrella because the bugs kept falling all over 
him,” he says. Cockroaches have been known to eat 
the eyebrows offa sleeping infant and lodge them- 
selves in people's inner ears, They are nature's 
horror—and they're waiting for Depena two flights 
up a nckety wooden staircase. 

When we reach the top of the stairs, an odor 
wafts over us that is so Nerce it nearly makes me 








[slike piercing body odor mixed with 


puke. It's like piercing body odor mixed with rot- 
ting flesh, and it’s suffocating. “You smell that?” 
asks Depena as he draws a deep breath with his 
nostrils. “That's the smell of roaches—8latella 
germanica, the German cockroach. I bet there’s a 


| million of them in there.” The odor is a combina- 


tion of shit, vomit and sex pheromones, and it's 
known as eau de cafard, or “tartar of roaches.” 
Depena pounds on the door. “Exterminator!” he 


| yells. A 7-year-old boy in his underwear answers. 


The sight inside is revolting: Thousands of roaches 
are crawling all over the apartment. There's trash 
strewn everywhere; half-empty ketchup bottles, 
old toothpaste containers and cereal boxes are 
piled on the floor, all swarming with roaches. “How 
can they live ike this?” Depena asks. Six bunk beds 
line the wall, completely covered in roaches. There 
are children sleeping in the beds, and the bugs 
crawlall over them as well. One of the kids comes 
over to Depena and begs him for help. “Please, 












mister,” he cries, “help me. The bugs bite me at 
night, crawLon my face and get in my mouth." It’s 
like one of those Save the Children ads, only with- 
out Sally Struthers. So Depena lifts up the mat- 
tress and underneath finds thousands of nesting 
bugs. He wants to get out a bug bomb and fog the 
whole place, but because there are so many people 
in the apartment, he has to do it the hard way. 

He gets out his bait gun and puts tiny globs of 
gelin the nests. The main nestis opposite the beds, 
ina closet where the family’s clothing hangs. “Are 
you ready?” Depena asks. “Because when I swing 
this door open, they're all going to come rushing 
out.” He opens the door and reveals a thick mass 
of roaches nesting all over the closet. Then Depena 
pulls on the hood of his jump suit and boldly climbs 
inside the closet to bait the nest. “This closetis a 
portal to another dimension,” yells Depena, his 
legs covered with hundreds of bugs. “And these 
roaches are the gatekeepers!” But his presence 
upsets them and they leave their post, streaming 
out of the closet, covering the walls and ceiling. 





rotting flesh, andit’s suffocating 


It takes Depena several hours to treat the 
apartment. Every time he thinks he’s found the 
last nest, he discovers another. By the time he's 
finished, Depena is sick with asthma. Respiratory 
problems are just one of the health hazards 
brought on by prolonged exposure to the roach 
odor. “My eyes are burning and my gums are 
swollen and numb,” he says. Still, despite the 
health risks, Depena would much rather do roach 
work than deal with rats. It's not that they creep 
him out; he just doesn’t like killing them. 

“Imagine, an exterminator who hates to kill,” 
says Depena. “But rats are living creatures, and 
they used to make me kill the big ones with a har- 
poon.” For Depena, the guilt involved exacted a 
heavy toll. “I would have a nightmare about a 
giant rat the size of a pig,” he recalls. “It would 
crouch at the end of my bed and ask me the same 
question over and over again: ‘Why did you kill my 
baby?’ After that I had to stop.”

He says this as he’s showing me 
a picture of a starved Norway rat gnawing its way 
through a thick metal screen. Eades is a 25-year 
veteran of Baltimore's Rat Rubout Program. “All 
you have to do is realize the terrible diseases they 
carry,’ Eades explains. “Just look at the plaque. 
Millions of people died because of rats. I have an 
enormous amount of respect for the animal. It’s a 
worthy adversary, but I still wantit dead.” 

The Rat Rubout Program is the city's attempt to 
gain an upper hand in its ongoing war with vermin. 
Its inner city is littered with burned-out buildings 
and vacant lots, a squalid resort for scavenging 
rats that make their homes in this area. Eades | 
employs a crew of 30 men who drive around in spe- | 
cially equipped vans, trapping and poisoning rats.

Thousands of dead bees layin piles on the 
grass. The hard partis over. We can relax—a bit. 
Bees continue to attack, but the numbers are mini- 
mal, and in a few minutes they will be dead as well. 

Back at the truck, Brandstatt is still shaking. 
The job took a lot longer than it should have, and 
he worned that the longer we stayed, the greater 
the chance we'd have of being stung. Drenched in 
sweat, Brandstatt only has one more task to com- 
plete: the bill. He hands it to a woman whois barely 
willing to open the door. Slipping it to her through 
a crack in the screen, he presents the damage: 
$40. Branastatt gets 20 percent of that, leaving 
him, after risking his life, with $8. “I quess this is 
fitting,” he says. “Nobody ever wants to see us, 
they just want us to do ourjob and leave.” 

Rarely getting any thanks or appreciation, the 
exterminator, much like the bugs he must kill, is 
forced into the shadows. There will always be work 
for exterminators, but at eight bucks a job, how 
long will they last? And then the bugs will have 
won.

The sports agent on million-dollar deals, Ricky Williams’s wedding gown and those pitiful Dallas Cowboys 


The movie Jerry Maguire was supposedly 

based on you. Where did the infamous line 

“Show me the money!" come from? 
The director, Cameron Crowe, followed me 
around for three years before he wrote the 
movie. We were at NFL meetings in Palm Desert, 
CA, and I was meeting with my client, the All- 
Pro safety Tim McDonald, who was a free agent 
and really wanted to sign with the San Francisco 
49ers, One night we were up in Tim's room; 
Cameron was talking to him and asked him what 
he was looking for inthis process, and Tim said, 
"It's the money! It's the money!” Hence the 
line, “Show me the money!” 

Have you ever had a player's wife or mother 

get on the phone and yell obscenities at you 

because you weren't pulling your weight? 
Yell, no; complain, yes, but not over the amount 
of money. They get frustrated 
when a veteran free agent 
doesn't get a deal quickly. 
Football players are used to 
structure. Very often, it’s the 
wife and family who are sweat- 
ing it out more than the player 
is because they're used to 
financial security through 
long-term contracts, Every- 
where they go, they are being 
asked by friends and relatives, 
"Where's he going?” That being 
said, players will often ask me 
to talk to their wives and tell 
them everything's going to 
be all right. 

speaking of being all right, is it true Ricky 

Williams left his agent, Master P., after last 

season and signed with you because he got 

such a bum deal? 
Yes, he signed with us, but it was for a combi- 
nation of reasons. The concept of who he was 
became distorted. Ricky appearing on the cover 
of ESPN The Magazine in a wedding gown, wear- 
ing his helmet during interviews and generally 
isolating himself from the city of New Orleans 
and his teammates was everything Ricky wasn't 
about. Ricky came to us to help reshape his image. 

Players often ask for bizarre perks in their 

contracts. What's the craziest one you've had? 
David Lewis from the Detroit Lions wanted to 
include the actual phone that was used by the 
team to call him on draft day in his contract. He 
wanted to give it to his mother! I would not put 
that in the contract, but I did wind up getting 
him the phone. 

Athletes today seem to get into lots of trouble 

off the field. How do you deal with a client

Part of what we have to accept in working with 
young people is that they aren't perfect.

addiction, it requires staying the course and 
working with him. Watching a guy like him over- 
come his demons and turn himself around—he's 
now the starting quarterback for the New York 
Giants—has been a great thing to be a part of. 
It's just not reasonable to throwa person on the 
trash heap when they are 22 years old. 
Between Troy Aikman ’s $50-million contract 
and Drew Bledsoe’s $40-million contract, you 
seem to be the quarterback king. 
Well, it became clear to me with my first quar- 
terback, Steve Bartkowski, inthe late’70s, that 
if you want a client with the highest profile, 
greatest impact and the biggest opportunity for 
endorsements, then a quarterback is the way 
to go. When we flew to Atlanta to sign the con- 
tract, I saw all these lights flashing on the 
runway as we were landing and a huge throng 
of fans lined up to see Steve. When 
we got off the plane, there was a 
reporter there saying, “We interrupt 
The Tonight Show to bring you a spe- 
cial news bulletin, Steve Bartkowski 
and his agent, Leigh Steinberg, have 
arrived in Atlanta.” It was very clear 
to me that quarterbacks had 10 times 
the name recognition of any other 
players in the league. And, well, 
quarterbacks were getting paid a 
heck of a lot more money than play- 
ers in other positions were! 
Do you get recognized in public? 
Sometimes. I was at a dinner, and Al 
Gore came over and all he wanted to 
talk about was Jerry Maguire. 
What's your sure-fire closing line when trying 
to get a player to sign with you? 
First off, I try to get an understanding of who 
he is as a person. Before saying anything, I 
want to get a sense of his values and priorities. 
How he feels about short-term financial gain, 
long-term financial security. Where geo- 
graphical location fits into his picture, Is it 
important to be near his hometown or college? 
Stuff like that. If I haven't lost an athlete by 
then, I think there's a good chance that 
we will work together. I'm not interested in 
someone who is self-absorbed. That's just not 
my type of client. 
Thirty-year-old super-agent-on-the-rise Drew 
Rosenhaus said you sometimes represent 
yourself and not your clients. Do you guys 
compete like tigers for clients? 
The amount of time that I would talk to a 
player that Drew would is very rare. Rivalry 
generally comes from when you're in a one-on- 
one competition, and Drew's a guy who I would 
rarely compete with. 
Do other agents try to steal your clients? 
It's not as dramatic in football as it is in other 
sports, suchas baseball. We don't do it to other 


people and they rarely do it to us. Given the type 
of guys we have here, if there’s a problem, it’s 
because we have a problem with our client. Most 
of the veterans we get, like Bruce Smith, who 
gota deal with the Redskins, usually come out 
ofa situation where they had an agent who was 
a “fast talker.” 

Most athletes are bad businessmen. Is ittrue 

that Troy Aikman is the Bill Gates of the NFL? 
Troy Aikman has turned himself into a busi- 
nessman, par excellence, His growth has been 
stunning. His interests were very narrow when 
he was first drafted, but now, whether it's com- 
plete dominance of the country-music scene, 
an interest inthe Internet, flying up to Silicon 
Valley to have lunch with a venture capitalist 
or getting involved in owning his own Nascar 
crew, Troy's horizons have been expanded over 
the years. 

Is it true the Cincinnati Bengals are the worst 

team to negotiate with because their general 

manager, Mike Brown, is so cheap? 
Mike Brown is there to bring humility into your 
life. It's nature's way of telling me that Life's been 
too easy and that we've made too much money. 

Aren't they pretty much the worst team in 

football anyway? 
Ithink Cleveland is. But when you watch Dallas, 
it’s hard to think there's a team worse than 
them. I mean, they look pitiful. 

Would you ever let one of your players playin 

Vince McMahon's upcoming XFL? 
I would in certain situations. I can see the XFL 
being a success. It won't be the NFL, but Vince 
McMahon has shown us that he’s a marketing 
genius. With no minor leaques for the NFL, 
players need options like Arena Football, NFL 
Europe, the CFL, so why not the XFL? Will it look 
like the NFL? No. But it will be a rough-and- 
tumble form of football. 

Do most owners see you as a bully? 
My relationship with the owners is very solid. 
About 10 years ago, I began to spend time with 
the owners that had our key players to see how 
we could grow “the pie.” Instead of saying to 
Jerry Jones, “I need more money for Troy,” we 
would discuss how we could increase revenues 
for the Dallas Cowboys. Part of what I realized 
a number of years ago was that instead of fight- 
ing over a fixed pie, I wanted to getinvolved in 
the creative end and find new ways to bring 
money to teams. I've never seen the battle in 
sports being between labor and management. 

OK, let’s play Survivor. It's you, Troy Aikman, 

Bruce Smith, Jevon Kearse and Ricky Williams 

on an island. Who would you kick off first? 
I'd be kicked off first! Those guys are a lot 
tougher than I am.

As Jockey’s director of product 
development, Kathleen Becker has 
devoted her life to skivvies. She has 
made it her business to ensure that 
the American people receive quality 
undergarments without creepage. 


What's the difference in the test for 
men’s and women’s underwear? 
Usually the difference comes from 
what we're designing. 

So how do you make a panty for the 
delicate female form? 

In a man’s brief there's only a back 
anda front piece, but fora lady's 
bikini there's also a two-layered 
crotch liner. Women have constant 
drainage, so they need something to 
absorb it. Also, some women are sen- 
sitive and need a white cotton crotch 
liner because dyes willirritate them. 
Do workers in the factory ever try 
on a pair to see how they feel? 
While we're developing a new gar- 
ment, we do a couple of tests of each 
size. It's stilla prototype, so maybe 
we only get two of each size. We ask 
people to wear the garment for two 
weeks as often as they can, and then 
we'll get their comments. Maybe 
they'll say the under wire on the bra 
was poking them orit really didn’t fit 
nght. Some people will say things 
like, “It didn’t stay anchored around 
my seat.” And for our panties we're 
very critical. We want seat coverage. 


What exactly is “seat coverage”? 
When you sit down, your butt flat- 
tens out, and you need to have both 
a vertical and honzontal stretch in 
your fabric to accommodate that. 
You've heard of “carpenter's crack.” 
Everybody's seen these guys sitting 
at Lunch counters. Well, their under- 


| wear doesn’t fit right. 


How are you able to prevent 
carpenter's crack? 

There are certain secrets you can put 
into your pattern. For example, you 
can give ita crown, which isa little 
added curve up at the top, so when 


| you do bend over there's a little fab- 


nc there to cover it. 

Where do you find your testers? 
Within Jockey, we'll send an e-mail: 
“Anyone who's a bikini wearer, come 
up and we'll measure you,” People 
get excited; if they see that some- 
body's getting a new garment, 
everybody wants one. 

Can we send a reader to be an 
underwear tester? 

Maybe. We get quite a few customers 
who callin and say they'd like to bea 
tester. The problem is, people never 
say they're the size they really are. 
You wouldn't believe the sizes some 
people say they are for underwear. 
And it’s not just people who are 
overweight. The thin ones will think 
they're bigger than they actually are. 
They'll say, “Oh, I wear a size seven.” 
No, you don’t, or you must have a big 


| ol’ lump of panties there. 


Do you ever snatch a pair of under- 
wear for yourself? 

Oh, sure, if it's my style. That kind of 
testing is really what our reputation 


| 1s built on. When we say quality, 


comfort and fit, that's it. For exam- 
ple, I would never wear a Victoria's 
Secret garment. They don't fit my 
butt. They're creepers. 

Is there any test you can conduct 
to eliminate those unsightly 
stains some people get? 

No, because our cotton is absorbent 
and it gets stained. So if you geta 
“blueberry stain” on it, it’s there.

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Half an hour before the devastating attack on 
Pearl Harbor in December 1941, the American 
radar station on Oahu Island reported a large 
amount of blips on its screen.

At the 1864 battle of Petersburg, VA, Union 
Gen. Ambrose Burnside endorsed the Buck 
Rogers proposal of a civil engineer to tunnel 
under the Confederates’ lines, pack the excava- 
tion with explosives and blow their enemies to 
kingdom come. The plan worked, only too well. 
The explosion left a crater 60 yards wide and 
30 feet deep. Union troops dashed forward, and 
climbed down into it, as if it were a gigantic fox 
hole.

there. As Burnside

or captured by the Confederates. 


Although they're famous for making gadgets 
these days, the Japanese of World War II weren't 
quite so brilliant. Operation Fu-Go, their attempt 
to bomb mainland America, centered around 
9,000 explosive rice-paper balloons. Filled with 
hydrogen, they were floated out over the Pacific 
to wreak havoc, but only one actually caused any 
damage. Even then, it did little to stop the US war 
effort: Its victims were a minister's wife and five 
kids on a Sunday-school picnic in Oregon. 


‘We wouldn't say it if we didn’t mean it. 
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Just before the battle of Crecy in 1346, an English 
fleet sank 166 French ships in the Flemish harbor 
of Sluys. The disaster was so terrible that no one 
dared tell the French king, Philip VI. This reticence 
even delayed the building of a new navy. Even- 
tually, the king's jester was made to deliver the 
message. Typically, he tried to doit witha “joke,” 
asking his master, “Why are the English so cow- 
ardly?” When the baffled monarch said he didn’t 
know, the capering fool replied, “Because they 
didn’t jump overboard like our brave Frenchmen.” 


The best commander of the 18th century is gener- 
ally considered to be Frederick the Great, ruler of 
the Prussians. However, not all his subordinates 
were so intellectually gifted. One general, scout-

Bay Hotel, the battalion, 
according to the memoirs 
of British Maj. Gen. Christopher 
Maltby, did nothing but get 
hopelessly wasted for closetoa 
month, playing cards, refusing 
orders and generally acting as if 
they were on vacation. The Japa- 
nese began their siege the day 
after Christmas and, rather than 
fight, the Canadian battalion asked 
to surrender immediately. , 
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Luckily, some ideas were never allowed to see the 
light of day. Confederate Gen. Stonewall Jackson, 
after suffering numerous brutal defeats, needed a 
better strategy for differentiating his troops from 
Union armies. His big brainstorm was to have his 
soldiers strip buck-naked, with only boots anda 
Confederate hat to wear. Robert E. Lee seriously 
considered the insane plan for several days before 
coming to his senses and vetoing the idea. 


In the mid ‘80s, when it was still fashionable to 
sell weapons to the war-torn Middle East, Britain 
shipped six Harner jump jets to Syria. During deliv- 


ery, these were sentto an airfieldin Cyprus forthe | 


night, where they were to be quarded by a crack 
squad of local Greek soldiers. In reality, this meant 
a couple of bored Cypriot regulars, one of whom 
decided to impress his pal by doing pull-ups on 
the nose-cone radar of one the $32 million planes. 
However, the radar spike proved to be less sturdy 
than he'd imagined, and it immediately bent down 
at 90 degrees, resisting all attempts to straighten 
it again. Panicked by what he'd done, the 
unnamed private then adopted a course of action 
worthy of the Medal of Honor for idiocy. He walked 
down the line of sixjets, bending the spike on each 
one. He claimed, at his subsequent court-martial, 
that he had “hoped nobody would notice the 
difference if they all looked like that.”

but approaching blips, savagely attacked the 
choppers. All 26 people aboard were killed. 


Few commanders have wiped out all their troops. 
Probably the most famous is Gen. George Armstrong 
Custer. Portrayed as a hero, he was, in reality, a 
sadistic bungler. Finishing 34th out of 34 in his 
officer-training class, his first action against the 
Indians was to massacre 103 women, children and 
old men of the Cheyenne tribe, a feat that earned 


| him the nickname “Squaw Killer.” In pursuit of 


further “glory,” he led his 7th Cavalry to Little Big 
Horn in 1876, ignoring the scouts who told him 
that 6,000 Sioux warnors were waiting. It took 
about 15 minutes for all 211 of his men to be duly 
scalped and butchered. One horse was left alive. 


“You will be able to wander across no man’s land 
with a walking stick. You will not even need rifles.” 
These inspiring words from a British brigadier gen- 
eral are typical of the overconfidence shown at the 
start of the Battle of the Somme in the summer of 
1916. In fact, the battle was a disaster from start 
to finish. To begin with, the three-day artillery 
bombardment failed to killany Germans, who were 
deep in their underground bunkers. Also, it 
stopped 10 minutes before the advance, giving 
them ample time to set up their machine guns—as 
well as providing a hint that something was up. 
Sure enough, 120,000 British soldiers walked 
toward them (they were not allowed to run), pro- 
viding an unmissable target. Within a 
few hours, there were 57,470 casual- 
ties, with the 10th West Yorks being 
annihilated in less than a minute and 
the 1st Hampshires so thoroughly 
shot up that there was no 
one left at the end of the 
day to describe what j 
had happened.

I’ve turned a lot 
of people on to it by giving it to them and nottelling 
them whatitis. 

You might not apologize for your cooking, but would 
you like to apologize to those who sat through your 
movie Satan‘s School for Girls?

You got your start on the crime shows 21 Jump 
Street and Magnum PI. Did that training help 
during your run-ins with the LAPD?

I fancy 
myself as very sly and slick, andI can get away 
with a lot of stuff. [had broken up with a boy- 
friend and was really curious as to what he was 
doing.

do a drive-by with me. But I'm an asshole; I took 
my own car. And his house is on a cul-de-sac.

Allofa sudden, this car pulls up and 
screeches to a stop. It’s my boyfriend with all of 
his friends; I’m in my Mercedes and he knows the 
car.

That was the last of my drive-bys . . . actually that's 
not true. I love drive-bys. I don’t know what itis. 

I would geta girlfriend to come with me and 

we'd go to the 7-Eleven and stock up on Twinkies 
and Zingers and Coca-Colas. It's also a stakeout 
at times. 

Some people might call you crazy. 

Yeah, I think I’m crazy to a certain extent, but 

I think drive-bys and stakeouts are fun. I don't 
think there’s one woman out there who has 

not donea drive-by in her life. Women are pretty 
suspicious by nature. 

And men are liars by nature. Moreover, they 
love to lie to women. You must have heard some 
good ones in your day. 

I've heard doozies. Oneis after a week of dating, a 
guy telling you he loves you. I look at him and go, 
“What is it that you love?” It’s such bullshit 
because he doesn’t know you at that point. Is he in 
Love with the image that the press puts out there, 
is he in love with pictures of mein lingene, or the 
bad girl? It’s retarded. 

Speaking of retarded, you had an early role on 
Life Goes On where you played Corky’s love 
interest. Did he grab your butt or get frisky? 
Honestly, I'm the first one to call somebody out if 
they're a nightmare to deal with, a bitch or an 
asshole. But he was so sweet, I think we had to 
dance together and I remember he kept on holaing 
me very tight. He was very close to me. 

He didn’t try to take you back to his twailer? 

No, he was a really sweet boy. 

What's the most ridiculously extravagant 
thing in your trailer? 

My whole trailer is ndiculous. The whole thing 

has skylights, hardwood floors. I have a double 
cobalt-blue sink for my kitchen and a refrigerator, 
an oven and a microwave. And all of the cabinets 
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are glass with steel trim. 

Your real home must be a certified pimp 

palace then. 

I'min between homes at the moment. hada 
security company come to my last house shortly 
after I moved in to check the place out. They 
started telling me these stones about how they 
would be called by the previous owner, and when 
they showed up, they'd find guys with Uzis inside 
the house. Then I got a black rose on my doorstep. 
There was really frightening stuff happening. I 
moved out. 

Back to your trailer, what's the most embar- 
rassing thing about it? 

We have guys that go in there to clean out the 
toilets. That's probably the most embarrassing 


| part. Once a week they come, and somebody 
| knows who craps the most out of all of us. 


A case of chronic bowel syndrome, perhaps? 
No, but I have Crohn’s disease. It’s a parasite in 
your body; it can kind of mess with you. There's 
nothing sexy about women saying, “I got to go 
take a crap.” 

Speaking of classy, what's the proper way to 
get sick in public, when you just don’t have 
any other option? 

I threw up once at a table and caused a scene. It 
was really horrible. I was in Dallas of all places. I 
was at this blues club and [had been drinking 
something I had never had before. I had no idea 
how much alcohol was in this thing. Ijust couldn't 
hold itin. When I realized I could not physically 
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get up without throwing up on my way out, I sort 
of just turned and very quietly put my head down 
and covered my face with my hair. It was by far my 
most embarrassing moment. 

You bought a few horses. Have you been tossed 
on your melon yet? 

I slightly tapped my horse Louis Cito on the side 


| and he completely flipped out. He reared up and 


started bucking. He gave mea black eye and then 
just tossed me so high in the air. My trainer was 
laughing hysterically. He said, “You looked like 
you were para-gliding.” 

What’s with those ridiculous helmets you 
horse riders wear? 

I'm probably the wrong person to ask because | 
don’t wear a helmet. Every time I've worn a 
helmet I’ve gotten hurt. My young one has thrown 
me off a bunch of times. I had to go to a back 
specialist and I'm supposed to wear a back brace 
24 hours a day. 

That must be great training for that corset 
you're wearing in the photos. 

Yeah, it looks like a back brace. The back brace 
itself hurt more than my actual back problem. 
Why do you suppose men fantasize about 
women riding bareback? 

It’s that whole Guinevere and King Arthur time 
period. I don’t nde bareback and I wear under- 
wear when I nde. And as far as the perverted side 
of it, which is the movement of awoman ona 
horse, it can appear to be sexual. But men will 
fantasize about almost anything. FHM

Keith Isley on squashed testicles, Richard Simmons and taking on 3,000 pounds of angry beef 


Did you take one of those career placement 

tests in high school and have the results come 

back “rodeo clown”? 
Well, I was raised on a farm back in North 
Carolina. We'd always had ponies. Friday after- 
noon, we'd get out of school and saddle them 
ponies up, You'd see us again Sunday night 
when we'd take the saddles off and go back. I 
got involved in junior rodeos. I tried my hand 
at the bullfighting part, protecting the cow- 
boys. I moved on to bigger rodeos, and there 
I was strictly fighting bulls. And it just got 
bigger and bigger. 

You say “bullfighting.” Don't those Spanish 

guys in funny pants have the license on that? 
It's the actual term for a rodeo clown. Of course, 
it's different from the Spanish matador stuff. 
When a bull comes out of the chute with a guy 
on his back, part of the bull- 
fighter’s job is to get that bull 
to buck to his best ability. 
Occasionally, a rider will get 
thrown off. I saw one guy get 
killed in Pennsylvania. He 
never rode a bull before. He had 
talked the stock contractor 
into letting him get on. The 
chute opened, the bull lunged 
out, and the guy immediately 
came offthe bull. He landed on 
his back on the ground, and 
the bull came down and put 
both his back legs right down 
on his chest. The guy never 
moved again. 

It sounds like a painful and dangerous 

profession, 
Everything in rodeo has danger. I'm just get- 
ting over a broken leg and a broken foot from 
my trick-riding act. My horse runs just as fast 
as he can and I jump off, jump on, stand on my 
head upside down and stuff, The horse madea 
sudden stop, and the saddle horn hit me inthe 
chest and—phew!—all the air came out of me. 
I just went limp and hit the ground. I knewI'd 
broken my leg. That night I went ahead and fin- 
ished, then the next two nights. Then I drove 
600 miles home and went to the doctor. He took 
x-rays and said it was broken. I said, “I know 
it's broken! I just need it fixed!” A week later 
they did surgery and put screws and pins in it, 

What's the worst injury you've ever suffered? 
Well, I have probably been the luckiest person 
in the rodeo business. I haven't gotten hurt 
compared to some accidents I've seen. I have 
had bulls knock my teeth out, some broken 
bones, alot of concussions . . . I would say prob- 
ably seven. 

Doesn't your doctor say, “You've got to give 

this up, it’s killing you”? 
That's why I never goto the same doctor twice. 
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Ever seenan 
injury that was 
just gruesome? 

Once, this bull 


came out, threw 
| aguy and walked 
| onhis belly. His 
| insides were 
pouring out. 





Have you ever seen an injury that was just 
gruesome? 
Back when I first started, this bull came out, 
threw the guy off and walked on his belly. When 
it did, the bull just opened him up and his 
insides were just kind of pouring, hanging out. 
That was not a pretty sight. 
Did you ever see him on the circuit again? 
No. As far as I know, they got him back together, 
but I would presume that was his last bull 
ride. He probably doesn't even like to eat steak 
no more. 
How do you choose a barrel? 
I bring my own. The barrel I have has padding 
on the inside and outside. The padding onthe 
outside is to protect the bull. If he comes to hit 
the barrel, I don’t want it to make his head sore, 
because if it does, he maynot come back to the 
barrel. And the crowd enjoys that. 
When you're ducked down in the 
barrel and the bull hits it, the peo- 
ple just eat that up! It's great. 
So you want to get smacked 
around? 
Well, maybe bumped real lightly. 
But these bulls weigh anywhere 
from 1,600 to 2,100 pounds. Some- 
times when they hit the barrel, they 
hit very aggressively. The particular 
barrel I've got now is made out of 
very thick aluminum, and there 
have been times I had to get a ham- 
mer to knock the dents back 
out. Sometimes you have to geta 
hydraulic jack and actuallyjack the 
dents out. I don't mind the hits. It’s the travel- 
ing I can't stand. I get so disoriented. You don't 
have a clue where you are, where you're going 
or how long the trip’s going to last. It’s nota 
fun place to be. 
Do you know anybody who has plastic testicles 
because a bull stomped them off like that 
character in the movie Urban Cowboy? 
I don’t have a clue about that. It’s not some- 
thing you checkin the locker room, I’m notinto 
that body-part checking. 
How do you choose your makeup? 
You know, this don't sound good! Here aretwo 
men talking about makeup! I’ve had the same 
clown face from years and years ago when! was 
just a kid. It was my first rodeo-clowning role, 
and a man underneath a big old oak tree in 
North Carolina put my makeup on for me. 
I always wear makeup similar to the same face 
that I originally had. 
Did you know Bodacious, the world’s most 
famous and dangerous bull that recently 
passed away? 
No, never did work with him. I don’t regret the 
fact that I never got to, but there is a feeling of 
loss. But I quess they had taken some semen 


from him, so there's probably going to be a lot 
of little Bodaciouses running around. 
How do you get attached to a 3,000-pound bull 
that maims people? 
Trust me, if you were in the rodeo business 
and you had a bull of this caliber, you'd get 
attached to him pretty quick. Everybody inthe 
rodeo knows. When you get something on the 
national news about a bull dying, that tells you 
right there that this was a well-known animal. 
Do you think you guys get the short end of the 
stick? You're there to protect the cowboy, but 
nobody protects you. 
I don't think it's the short end of the stick. It's 
just what we've chosen to do. People think if 
you re arodeo clown that means you can't do 
nothing else. There's pretty good money in it, 
Some of the entertainers are making $100,000 
ora little more. I've been doing it for quite a few 
years and this is what I do full-time, year-round. 
So you get paid to clown around. 
I was probably 14 when I started. I'm 42 now. 
I've put the bullfighting on the back burner and 
I'm concentrating mostly on entertainment 
acts. The older I get, itseems the faster they're 
making the bulls. I'm doing trick riding, trick 
roping, things of that sort. My trick-riding 
routine, that’s my biggest act. I was awarded 
the 1999 Specialty Act of the Year by the PRCA— 
the Professional Rodeo Cowboys Association. 
Then there’s the high-impact/low-impact 
aerobic workout skit I do. It's kind of like 
Richard Simmons going Western, if you can 
even imagine that. 
No, I can't. 
Richard Simmons has his aerobic workout and 
I've got mine. I have a Thighmaster I try to do 
things with, but it always gets away from me. 
I've got the step like they use in those step- 
aerobic workouts. I go up and down on that, but 
I kind of look like Michael Jackson in low gear. 
I finish with a weight bar. It’s rigged so that 
when! goto pickit up, the bar bends to make it 
look real heavy. At the end of the show, Ileave 
it there and a little kid, preferably a little girl, 
comes out and picks it up with one hand to carry 
it off. The crowd does seem to get a laugh out of 
that. And I dress like Richard Simmons. It's not 
so bad unless you get a cool night and the air 
gets to blowing up that little skirt thing I'm 
wearing. It don’t take me long to get that act 
over with and get back to my trailer those nights. 
Skirts, puffy shorts, makeup. Who would have 
guessed that being a cowboy was so feminine? 
Oh, yeah. I wear the orange-and-white-striped 
puffy shorts with the wig, the sweatband, the 
whole bit. I'm glad my wife travels with me, 
because that way everybody knows lam straight. 
That's very important on the rodeo circuit.

They had 
fused my vertebrae from my L1, 
which is the lowest, to the T12, 
which is about five up, with two 
titanium rods. 

Was that all they told you? 
The surgeon explained that it 
was an incomplete injury, so 
they didn't know if I would walk 
again. I was in ICU for three 
days, then had a week of exten- 
sive testing. After that, my 
insurance paid for a Learjet to 
fly me home. It cost 60 grand.

back home give you? 


| In America, they won't give you 






one, because they re worned 
about getting sued. They just tell 
you, “Be happy with what you 


| have now and hope for more.” 


Are you back to normal yet? 
That was a little over three years 
ago. My left leg is probably 
about 60 percent back to nor- 
mal, and my night leg is more 
than 90.
